Instructions to Authors 


Submission of a Manuscript. Three copies of the com- 
plete manuscript should be submitted to the Editor 
Dr. Lloyd S. Nelson 
Lighting Research Laboratory 
General Electric Lamp Division 
East Cleveland, Ohio 44112 


Unless otherwise indicated, the submission of a manu- 
script will be taken to imply that the material has not 
been copyrighted, published, or submitted for publica- 
tion elsewhere. 

Form of Manuscript. The manuscript should be type- 
written, double or triple spaced, with wide margins on 
8% x 11 inch paper that will take corrections. Copies 
that are reproduced by black and white duplication 
processes are acceptable if they are completely legible 
and on good quality paper. The title should be followed 
by the name of each author and his business or institu- 
tional address. The following should also be supplied: 

1. a description of about 25 words for the table of 
contents. 

2. an abstract of not more than about 100 words which 
will be boxed and printed at the head of the 
article. 

3. the title of each author’s position for inclusion in a 
footnote on the first page. 


Tables. Each table should be typed on a separate page. 
It should be identified by a Roman numeral and a short 
descriptive title. Locations of tables in the text should 
be suggested by marginal notes. 

Figures. All illustrations will be called figures. Arabic 
numbers and legends should be assigned to each. These 
will be set in type by the printer and should not be 
incorporated in the figure. They should be collected and 
typed, double spaced, on a separate sheet. Graphs, 
charts, and diagrams should be professionally drawn 
larger (generally) than the size they are to be printed. 
Photographs must be on glossy paper. Illustrations 
accompanying the second and third copies of the manu- 
script need not be of reproduction quality. The author’s 
name and the figure number should appear on the back 
of each of the figures. Locations of figures in the text 
should be suggested by marginal notes. 
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References. Literatt:re cited should be arranged alpha- 
betically by author in a numbered list at the end of the 
text under the centered heading, References. Anony- 
mous works should be listed first. References should be 
mentioned in the text and referred to by a superscript 
number in parentheses. Examples of the required forms 
are given below.
